Edwin Erickson is a small man with 
some big goals. Standing no more 
than a hand-span above five feet tall, 
he smiles broadly and talks vaguely 
about his dream for a new political 
party in Alberta. 

He doesn’t know exactly what pol- 
icy direction the party will take, ex- 
cept to say he'd like it to land some- 
where between Peter Lougheed and 
the Green Party. He's open to sug- 
gestions, and the first convention is 
planned for November. 

Erickson hit what he calls the 
“Green ceiling” in the last election. 
He was frequently turned away at the 
doorstep before he could utter much 
more than the words “I'm the Green 
Party candidate in Drayton Valley- 
Clamar.” 

“I’ve taken a lot of money, and a 
lot of energy from some really good 
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Erickson at the McKay Avenue School, the 


people,” he says. “I can’t, with any 
kind of a conscience, go back to 
those people again and say, ‘Let's try 
it again,’ because the Green banner is 
not going to get us there.” 

Most people vote according to the 
party and the leader, he says, and 
people in his neck of the woods flat- 
out refused to listen to the Green 
Party. 

Even so, he was among Alberta's 
most successful Green candidates 
He came in second and received 
about 20 per cent of the vote. He 
campaigned between elections, and 
has a relatively large organization, 
but he still couldn't get past the as 
sumption that the Green Party is full 
of “tree-hugging granola-crunch- 
ers,” as he has heard many people 
describe the Greens. 

For a man in the forestry industry 
and who voted Progressive Conser- 
vative until 2001, that’s a hard pill 
to swallow. He turned to the Green 
Party in search of a more responsive, 
“truly conservative” alternative, and 
certainly not because he had shifted 
to the left. In the end, he too found 
the party left-leaning, had concerns 
about the management of party 
money, and called some of the in- 
fighting among the Greens “embar- 
rassing.” 

Joe Anglin, the fiery Green Party 
candidate who raised a righteous 
ruckus about the proposed power 
line in southern Alberta, doesn't hold 
any grudges. The two have spent the 
past couple weeks travelling around 
the province together, speaking at 
town hall meetings on Bill 19 — the 


home of Alberta's first seat of government, on a trip into Edmonton. PHOTO BY IAN JACKSON 


controversial land assembly act — 
despite Erickson’s recent defection 
from the Greens. “I have great re- 
spect for Edwin, | always have,” he 
says. “Edwin and I have butted heads 
over issues in the past, but I know we 
are still good friends.” 

Like many others, Anglin is con- 
cerned about the state of Alberta's 
democracy. After the 2008 pro- 
vincial election, Anglin called for a 
review of George Read's leadership 
with Erickson’s help. At the follow- 
ing annual general meeting, one fac- 
tion of the Greens tried to prevent 
Anglin being elected interim leader 
by forming a separate meeting out in 
the parking lot. The battle over offi- 
cial party papers continues 

Erickson threw his hands up in 
frustration and left to perhaps form 
a new party. 

Which, Anglin says, he has every 
right to do if he thinks he can make 
a difference. That's just part of the 
democratic system. 

But is founding a new party the 
answer? Harold Jansen, a political 
scientist at the University of Leth- 
bridge, doubts the creation of one 
or several new parties will make the 
next election more competitive. 

“We certainly have this myth about 
new parties,” he says, “but the last 
new party to take control was in 1935 
with Social Credit.” When the Tories 
took power in 1971, the Progressive 
Conservative Party was already es- 
tablished. They just changed leaders 
and brought in new candidates that 
revitalized the party. 

Besides, the non-government vote 





in Alberta is already very fractured, 
he adds, while the government vote 
is very strong. In other provinces, 


enough people vote for opposi- 
tion parties to support a variety of 
choices, but that's just not the case in 
Alberta. 

“We can stick to our guns with 
fragmented oppositions and feel 
good about how we had our choices,” 
he says, “but if we want to hold the 
government accountable, sometimes 
it's necessary to compromise.” 


He prefers a switch to a propor- | 


tional representation system, which 
would allow a diversity of choices at 
the ballot box but also compensate 
for vote-splitting. 

Unfortunately, proportional rep- 
resentation won't help Erickson in 
the next election, and the other es- 
tablished parties are not an option 
for him. 

Before deciding to start the Alberta 
Progress Party, Erickson did speak 
with other similarly frustrated peo- 
ple from other parts of the political 
spectrum. He grew impatient with 
the protracted discussion. In order 
to be a viable force in the next elec- 
tion, he felt any changes needed to be 
made quickly. 

He also knew he had to get back 
to door-knocking in Drayton Valley- 
Clamar, even if it meant introducing 
himself as an independent. 

“Sooner or later you have to take 
the bull by the horns and start mov- 
ing,” he says. “We may have as much 
as four years until the next election. 
That's not a long time.”

Owing partly to the biweekly nature 
of my scribblings here, I’m pretty 
late to the party as far as offering a 
rejoinder to the Edmonton Journal’s 
ever-reliable source of reactionary 
tat to all the pinko tit of the liberal 
media, Lorne Gunter. 

Gunter nimbly argued on the Jour- 
_nal’s op-ed page a couple of weeks 
back that global warming has been 

revealed for the enviro-fascist fabri- 
cation it is by the mere fact that this 





past winter in Alberta was pretty 
cold. The best part is how he dismiss- 
es a massive agglomeration of em- 
pirical evidence from a wide range of 
scientific disciplines by dredging up a 
few regional weather stats that clear- 
ly indicate this past winter has been 
colder than usual. Perhaps if some- 
one had told him “climate change” 
is also used to connote the effects of 
humankind’s impact on the global en- 
vironment, he might have produced 
the argument that winter in Alberta 
is usually pretty long and cold — just 
like this one! — and that the climate 
has not, in fact, “changed.” Now let's 
dig us up some tarsands and get that 
economy rollin’ again! 

Personally, I’m ready for anything 
when it comes to Alberta weather, 
especially on the second official day 
of spring. The sheets of white static 
outside my windows gave an ironic 
cast to the day's planned activity, 
a trip out to Alberta Avenue Com- 
munity Hall where a public seed 


exchange and ancillary events (dis 
plays, speakers, baked goods) were 
happening. The journey was expe- 
dited by a friend, Monique Nutter 
who is active in local food issues 
through the Greater Edmonton Alli- 
ance — the local organization of lo 
cal organizations that recently asked 
the city to declare a moratorium on 
development of prime agricultural 
land northeast of Edmonton until it 
develops a food security plan 

Food security, in case Gunter is 
interested, is also tied to the ef- 
fects of climate change as well as 
other legacies of cheap fossil fuels 
The contents of our grocery carts 
travel incredible distances to reach 
us — which means we have no in- 
sight or oversight about how they’re 
produced — and have crowded local 
food products to the fringes of the 
market. So what happens if the 
groceries can no longer afford to 
travel all the way to Edmonton? Who 
feeds us then? And how many of us 
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can they really feed? 


The questions become more chill 


ing when you think about multinz 
tional corporations have worked hard 
to eliminate a natural hedge against 


the constraints of farming in a cli 
mate like our own — biodiversity 

Biodiversity is the product of native 
plants responding to environmen 
tal changes in different ways over 
generations. Big agribusiness has 
found that biodiversity is very hard 
on their bottom lines and have sought 
to propagate bioengineered seed that 
loves lots of pesticides and chemical 
fertilizer, even in places where the 
seed doesn’t grow particularly well 
This displaces native species and 
deprives residents of a natural food 
supply while getting them hooked on 
bioengineered seed 

Seed exchanges like the one in Ed 
monton seek to keep the saved seeds 
of native and heirloom plants — ed 
ible and otherwise — in circulation 

Nutter’s primary concern is that 
good vegetables come out of her 
garden so rather than talking about 
food sovereignty — the right of a 
population to define and control 
its food system, rather than have it 
dictated by international trade re 
gimes and agribusiness — she was 
talking about the delicious veggie 


smorgasbord she wanted to coax 


from her backyard plot, the 
tomatoes, cucumbers, lettuce, 
carrots, edamame, and _ fresh 
broccoli 


Alberta Avenue Hall was warm 
and comfortingly gymnasium-like in 
ambience, even echoing with the 
raised voice of a small child now 
and then. There’s seed for sale and 
Nutter digs into the display of a seed 
seller from Humboldt, Sask., looking 
for the 10 seed packets her $20 will

An organiza- 
tion called USC Canada (formerly 
the Unitarian Service Committee 
of Canada) handed out an alarm- 
ing wall-hanging entitled “The Seed 
Map: Biodiversity and Climate Cha- 
os” that casts in chilling statistics the 
wane of biodiversity (90 per cent of 
fruit and vegetables varieties in the 
U.S. have vanished over the last cen- 
tury) while laying out how the loss 
of genetic diversity within species 
weakens our response to climate 
change. (www.usc-canada.org) 
Despite these minatory underpin- 
nings and the crappy weather, the 
atmosphere in Alberta Avenue Hall 
was convivial in a Sunday-afternoon 
kinda way — conversations broke 
out everywhere, neighbours vis- 
ited, and | ran into tons of people | 
wasn't expecting to see until next 
Folk Fest. It didn’t feel like an en 
vironmental/food apocalypse was 
looming. In fact, it was reassuring to 
know that there were so many people 
thinking about it not as an over- 
whelming global syndrome but a 
local issue with community-level 
impacts and community-level re- 
sponses that might include actions 
as simple as planting a few heritage 
seeds to help preserve central Al- 
berta’s biodiversity. Not as simple as 
dismissing climate science by look- 
ing out the window and noticing how 


cold it is, but simple nonetheless. 
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Okay, now go to your local 
SpeedyMart™ and get your

While at the UN, he 
defused the Suez Crisis, one of those 
squabbles that periodically threaten 
the peace of the entire world, a feat 
which won him a little bauble called 





the Nobel Peace Prize. (His response 
to winning the Nobel: “Gosh!”) 

He was elected leader of the Lib- 
erals in 1958. 
party to its worst defeat ever. Okay, 


and promptly led his 


so that’s a bit of a blot on his record, 
but the Liberals were both arrogant 
and exhausted, a lethal combina- 
tion everywhere except Alberta, and 
Pearson ran headlong into the prai- 
rie tornado called John Diefenbaker. 
The two would butt heads for the 
next decade, one of the great grudge 
matches in Canadian history. 

But instead of being turfed as lead- 
er, which would be the case today, 
Pearson slowly rebuilt the shattered 
By 1962, he reduced Diefen- 


baker to a minority, then formed a 


party. 


minority government of his own in 
1963. In 1965, he won another term 
as prime minister, but again with a 
minority government. (Pearson's 
administration was riddled with mi- 
nor scandals involving cabinet min- 
isters, and his modest campaigning 
skills were no match for the messi- 
anic power of Diefenbaker.) He an- 
nounced his resignation in 1967 and 
retired in 1968 

So, five years of minority govern- 
ment. What's the big deal? Let's 
check out the Pearson record. 

When Pearson took over, Canada 
was a unilingual country, anglocen- 
tric country, By the time he left, we 
were on our way to being multicul- 
tural and bilingual, 

Next time you visit your doctor 
and don't pay for it, thank Pearson: 
his government instituted national 
medicare.When you start collect- 
Ing your pension, think of Pearson: 
his government created the Canada 
Pension Plan.When you use a stu-

dent loan for your education, thank 
Mike: his government instituted the 
student loan system. 

And when you get all misty-eyed 
when the Canadian flag is raised 
during the Olympics, spare a mo- 
ment for Pearson: his government 
brought in the maple leaf design we 
know and love today. (When Pearson 
first broached the subject of a new 
flag, he chose to do it during a speech 
to the convention of the Royal Cana- 
dian Legion, where he was booed and 
jeered by veterans. Can you imagine 
any politician in Canada today hav 
ing the guts to do that?) In just five 
years, he left what is arguably the 
greatest legacy of any Canadian of 
the 20th century. 

Compare Pearson the man and the 
prime minister to anyone on the Ca : 
nadian political stage today. Stephen 
Harper has spent his life cloistered 
in academia or government. His gov 
ernment so far is utterly undistin 
guished, its greatest accomplishment 
being its own survival. Plodding, dull 
and uncurious, Harper's government 
is more interested in tearing down 
than building up. And don’t get me 
started on Ed Stelmach, the very det 
inition of a provincial politician. 

To be fair, these are different times 
In Pearson's time, there was a be 
lief that government could do good 
things for people, Today, our atti 
tude is that government sucks, and 
should just get the hell out of the way 
and leave us be. 

Pearson's accomplishments are 4 
reminder that government can 40 
good for people when it is led by # 
visionary. 

Hey, that’s what heroes do.

The Kelly-Ramsey Block on Rice Howard 
Way in the middle of downtown is an island 
of interesting architecture in a harsh sea 
of grey modernity. Before fire struck the 
building's upper floors this week, there were 
discussions around placing the 1927 building 
on the city’s heritage list. Let's hope most 
of the building is undamaged, and that the 
Owners will pursue a heritage designation. 
“We have a limited number of heritage 
esources," Marianne Fedori, a past president 
of the Alberta Historical Society, once told 
SEE. "it’s important for us to realize that 
ow. If we don't start to value what little is 
left, there is really going to be nothing.” 
Hopefully, this fire will prompt more 
Edmontonians to appreciate the heritage 
buildings we do have left, and strive to keep 
them intact. And even more importantly, we 
pe that the city learned its lesson with the 











TILMA, the Trade Investment and Labour 
Mobility Agreement between Alberta and 
British Columbia, comes into full effect on 
April 1. The bill will allow teachers, trades- 
people, and other professionals to work in 
both provinces without recertification. 

The agreement was pretty much a done 
deal before it was even discussed in the 
legislature, but debate over its implications 
rages on. The Stelmach government has 
called the deal a visionary step. Alberta 
NDP leader Brian Mason called the trade 
agreement “a corporate bill of rights,” and 
activist groups like the Council of Canadians 
are afraid it will mean a race to the bottom 
on environmental standards. 

Much depends on how aggressively 
corporations pursue lawsuits under the new 
legislation, but we're still very concerned 
about potential infringements of any gov- 
ernment's right to implement health, safety, 
and environmental regulations. 
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Quick, shut up the borders, the British are 
coming! And they're bringing their strange 


| ideas about recognizing Hamas as a govern- 


ment and giving aid to Palestinians with 
them! 

George Galloway is a democratically 
elected British politician, but apparently he's 
too much of a security risk to be allowed 
inside Canada. The wonders of the phrase 
“security concern” will never cease. 

The truly stupid thing is, his message 
becomes all the more effective now that 
the Canadian government has refused him 
entry. 

It just proves how far up the United 
States’ ass Canada has crawled in order to 
ensure we are not seen as weak on terrorism. 

This is completely reprehensible — espe- 
cially just weeks after Calgary played host 
to George W. Bush, the former American 
president who should, in the opinion of 
many, be charged with war crimes.

Inglewood's Unknown Ethiopian Delights

Who knew that one tiny chunk of 
real estate = the stretch of south-fac 
ing sidewalk between the Inglewood 
Pub and the Big Foot Pub on 118 Av- 
enue — would blossom into its own 
little Avenue of Nations, culinarily 
speaking 

I'd been hearing rumours, but 
now I've.seen with my own eyes 
that Kamil’s, the block's purveyor of 
very respectable Turkish cuisine that 
once had the atmosphere of a YMCA 
canteen, has undergone a total trans- 
formation. We passed it on the way 
to another destination, the name of 
which we didn’t know, and made a 
note to drop in soon. Somehow we 
managed to completely walk past 
Inglewood’s newest Ethiopian res- 
taurant as we straggled into a crowd 
of smoking Big Foot patrons blinking 
in the late afternoon sunlight. 

Nigist (“nee-GIST”) has that just 
moved-into look, clean and orderly 
but a little random around the edges. 
While Ethiopian pop gently thudded 
from speakers above the register, a 
precarious television audibly issued 
the soundtrack of an evangelist in- 
fomercial. Travel posters from Ethi- 
opia and other Africana vied with 
what could well be small-framed 
wall art from the previous regime 
Beyond the tables, toward the tidy 
bathrooms, there's an expanse of 

; wood flooring crowded with chairs 
and a smaller television, a strew of 
toys and other signs of habitation 
that make it look like a home-space. 


We had quite a bit of time to take 
this in because we didn’t see anyone 
who worked at Nigist for the first five 
minutes we were there. This caused 
us a bit of concern as we were a little 
pressed for time. 

Eventually our server returned 
from whatever errand had sent her 
out and fetched us menus, a glirnpse 
of which confirmed we

Sake is a strange breed of alcohol. It 
doesn't really fit into any of the usu- 
al categories. It's often called “rice 
wine,” and it certainly can have the 
complexity of flavour and texture 
to merit this description, but wine 
is technically made-from fermented 
fruit. Sake is most similar to beer 
in terms of its production process, 
since both are made from ferment- 
ing a grain in water. However, that’s 
where the similarities end; sake 
doesn't taste anything like beer, and 
it is usually much higher in alcohol 
than the average brew — sake usually 
checks in around 15 to 20 per cent. 
Really, sake is just sake, and it's best 
to leave it at that. 


The Brewing Process 

| won't get into the gritty details of 
sake production, but there are a few 
basic things you should know, as 
they greatly affect the taste of the 
final product. First, sake is made 


from rice specially cultivated for this 
purpose — you can't use any old bas- 
mati or wild rice. Second, the rice is 
milled (i.e., polished) before being 
made into sake. More milling means 
4 higher-quality finished product. In 
fact, this is what determines the fi- 
nal grade of the sake (see below for 
sake categories). Water is the other 
important factor in deciding quality 
~all premium sake producers are lo- 
cated next to a source of pure, clean 
Water. 

After milling, the rice is washed, 
Soaked, and steamed. The cooked 
grains are then sprinkled with koji, a

special kind of mold known techni 
cally as aspergillus oryzae. The koji is 
allowed to grow on the rice for a cou 
ple days. The fuzzy grains are then 
mixed with more rice, water, and 
yeast, and allowed to ferment for a 
couple weeks. Once this is done, the 
mash is pressed, filtered, pasteur 
ized, and aged 


Categories Of Sake 

There are a few main categories of 
sake, based on their style and meth 
od of production: (1) futsuu, a regu- 
lar table sake; (2) honjozo, which 
dis- 
tilled alcohol; and (3) junmai, pure 
rice sake 


contains a small amount of 


Futsuu sake is the mass-produced 
stuff, best when quaffed and for- 
gotten. Honjozo sake is more like a 
premium spirit, and is meant to be 
sipped slowly. Junmai sakes are the 
most common, and present the wid- 
est range in style and flavour — they 
can be floral and fruity or intense 
and earthy. Within the junmai cat- 
egory there are three further grades, 
determined by the amount of the 
rice grain that is milled away prior to 
fermentation: (1) regular junmai (30 
per cent milled); (2) ginjo (40 per 
cent milled); and (3) daiginjo (50 to 
65 per cent milled) 

The higher the grade of sake, the 
more expensive it tends to be. But 
higher-grade sake also improves ex 
ponentially in terms of quality. I urge 
you to try the higher-end sakes, espe- 


RECOMMENDED 


cially if you've ever drunk too much 
mass-produced Gekkeikan. 


Other Styles of Sake 

To complicate things further, there 
are many other styles of sake, though 
most of these fall within the junmai 
category. A common sake style is 
nigori, which is unfiltered. This is the 
easiest sake to spot, as it has a cloudy, 
pearl-like appearance — though the 


sediment often settles to the bottom 


of the bottle, so you'll need to invert 
it a couple times before serving. Nig- 
ori is the sweetest type of sake, with 
fruitier flavours.

Serving Sake 
Traditionally, sake is heated to body 
temperature and then served. This 
makes it extremely easy to drink, and 
also helps mask some of the faults in 
lower-quality products — I highly rec 
ommend heating up the cheap stuff. 
The easiest way to achieve this is to 
put the bottle in a pot of water on the 
stove over medium heat. Make sure 
you take the cap off the bottle first 
However, the nicer junmai sakes 
are best served cold. In fact, the la- 
bel on these bottles usually warns 
you against heating them up, as this 
destroys the subtle nuances of fla- 
vour that you’re paying extra money 
for. Pop these sakes in the fridge 
for an hour before serving. Actu- 


ally, scratch that — you should keep | 


sake in the fridge at all times, as it 
is quite a delicate product. And yes, 


that means liquor stores are doing | 


you a disservice by keeping them on | 


the shelf, not in the cooler. 


Pairing Food with Sake 

The obvious choice is sushi, that 
quintessential part of Japanese cui- 
sine. However, there has been a re- 
cent surge of interest in pairing sake 


with more non-traditional dishes,

In fact, sake is probably a better part- 
ner to food than most wines, since | 


it has a higher degree of acidity — 
it enhances the flavour of food and 
cleanses the palate between bites, 
rather than dominating the dish. 


Try pairing a light, floral sake with | 


delicate white fish — ginjo and daig- 
injo sakes are best for these types 
of dishes. More full-bodied sakes 
can stand up to heavier meat dishes. 
Nigori sake goes well with chicken 
in sweet barbecue sauce, while ko- 


shu sake could stand up to beef 


carpaccio.

WORDS CAN'T DESCRIBE 

THE HYLOZOISTS’ GREAT NEW 
INSTRUMENTAL ALBUM, BUT 
PAUL AUCOIN GIVES IT A SHOT 
ANYWAY 





Judging by the instruments listed on 
The Hylozoists’ new album, L’ile de 
Sept Villes (Vibraphone? Mellotron? 
A viola and cello section?) you'd ex- 
pect it to sound like the Edmonton 
Symphony Orchestra, not an indie 
record. And they’re not alone: over 
the last few years, many other indie 
bands have made it their mission to 
cram their albums full of as many 
weird instruments as possible. But 
does more instruments necessarily 
mean a more engaging listen? 

The Hylos have been dubbed a 
Canadian instrumental rock super- 
group thanks to their illustrious ros- 
ter, which has included members of 
The Sadies, The Weakerthans, Bro- 
ken Social Scene, and Tricky Woo.

Their new album, however, is more 
likely to get compared to the likes of 
Stereolab, Sigur Ros, and Tortoise 
Chief songwriter Paul Aucoin doesn't 
mind. “If we weren't an instrumental 
group we'd be a pop group and get 
some other reference. I’m surprised 
that comparisons are still so sought 
after because the Canadian listener- 
ship has access to the Internet. It’s so 
easy to click on a band’s song.” 

The band’s latest album is the 
first of three releases focusing on a 
specific theme. The title refers to a 
recent favourite book of Aucoin’s 
Paul Chiasson's The Island of Seven 
Cities. “It's about whether the Chi- 
nese made it to the Canadian east 
coast before the English and the Vi- 
kings,” he says. “I really enjoyed the 
hypothesis of it. | love books — half 
of our song titles are book titles. The 
pen and the paper is the cheapest 
medium, yet it’s the hardest one to 
do,” Of course, Chiasson probably

wishes he had access to the tools the 
Hylozoists make use of on the disc’s 
eponymous fourth track — the heavy, 
clapping percussion that anchors 
the song while the strings and vibra- 
phone propel it like the wind pushing 
a sailboat, giving the whole song the 
feel of a ship setting out on an ocean 
expedition 

“Parents Don't Let Your Children 
Grow Up to Be Compressed,” mean- 
while, begins with soft strings and 
cymbal which build into a mellow 
symphony before changing pace for 
a joyful, strutting climax. Dynamics 
are important to the Hylos: “Because 
of people listening to their records on 
iPods and crappy computer speak 
ers,” Aucoin says, “the biggest loss 
to music today is dynamics and fidel- 
ity — [not to mention] the damage 
that young people are doing to their 
ears with iPod volumes. Everything's 
being so compressed that we are lim- 
iting ourselves, no pun intended, to 


make all recordings as loud as pos- 
sible. Overcompression is only going 
to deplete the power of the art we are 
all making. Dynamics are one of the 
most beautiful things about music.” 
The only words on the entire album 
can be found on “Soixante-Sept,” but 
even that track is more memorable 
for the lonely trumpet call, answered 
by a delicate string and piano ar- 
rangement. “I find it easier to convey 
emotions without lyrics,” Aucoin 
says. “You’re given an open palette of 
major and minor feelings, whereas 
with song lyrics you can only have a 
couple different levels, like a song in 
a minor key with happy words.” 
That said, Aucoin’s musical tastes 
are hardly limited to orchestral in- 
strumentals. He says that has he 
gets older (he’s 33), he's drawn to the 
mixture of high technical ability that 
you get from classical composers 
like Chopin, but also someone like 
Final Fantasy’s Owen Pallett, a one-

The band takes its name from the 
17th-century philosophical school 
that believed all life is inseparable 
from matter. Sadly, The Hylozoists 
have been temporarily separated 
from Edmonton — the tour that was 
supposed to bring them to the Pawn 
Shop this weekend has been put on 
hold. But you can console yourself 
easily enough by giving Lille de Sept 
Villes a spin — even without words, 
it speaks eloquently to any fan of ad- 
venturous indie pop.

When your drummer heads down 
the street for a drink with a friend 
while you're stuck in the studio, it’s 
only fair to have a little fun in his 
absence. So when Kate Maki’s per- 
cussion section headed out of Little 
Bullhorn, Dave Draves’ studio in 
Ottawa, and into the night, Draves 
pulled out a toy: an Optigan. Just so 
you know, an Optigan is like a syn- 
thesizer, except the sound comes 
from recordings of actual instru- 
ments. Sometime around midnight, 
with this semi-ancient piece of tech- 
nology at their disposal, Maki and 
Draves, with help from producer 
Howe Gelb, set about finishing up 
“To Please.” 

“We thought, ‘Forget Nathan 
{Lawr]. We don't need a drummer. 
Let's use the Optigan sound,” Maki 
explains with a laugh. “So we played 
and that was my backing band for the 


song. We were just joking around, we 
figured Nat will come back and we'll 
get the song later, but we were having 
so much fun with it. And then Howe 
was thinking, “We gotta get some 
bottles on there and a train whistle.’ 
We were just goofing off.” 

Yet the whistle of glass bottles and 
the old-timey click-clack of the Op- 
tigan still managed to end up on her 
2008 release, On High. “It's caused 
a lot of stir,” Maki says. “People are 
always curious, like, “What the hell? 
Did you go back in time or some- 
thing? To a saloon?” 

It's ‘good, then, that she prefers 
a more experimental, off-the-cuff 
style of recording for her sparse 
alt-country musings. “There wasn't 
really any plan as to what kind of 
album I wanted to make,” she says. 
“L basically told Howe, ‘I just want 
to make something meat and pota- 
toes with really good gravy.’ So that's 
what we did.” 

According to Maki, it was her mom 
who first introduced her to “the 
rootsy stuff.” She grew up singing 
traditional tunes around a campfire 
in northern Ontario, and when her 
mom eventually bought an acoustic 
guitar to strum a few Hank Williams 
songs on, Maki stole it for herself. 


However, she's quick to add that s| 
loves her rock 'n’ roll. “I like cla 
sic rock too, and heavy metal,” s 
says. “I went through a punk pha 
in high school, So I played in an al 
girl punk band too. The new stuf{ 
that I’m writing is a lot less mellow, | 
think. Maybe my rock ’n’ roll is com 
ing out.” 

She's not willing to give too many 
details regarding the “new stuf 
other than the fact that she has two 
albums waiting for release. One was 
recorded on a break from touring 
in Tucson, Ariz.; the other was put 
down in her basement back home 
in Sudbury. Both were completed in 
only two days. Just don’t expect to 
hear them too soon. Maki is still in 
the process of packaging the songs 
for public distribution and she could 
use a little help. “Here's a news flash 
[I'm] looking for an agent who likes 
fine wines and scotch and who will 
put me on the road 300 days of the 
year,” she laughs. 

To sweeten the deal, if you want 
the gig, she's willing to knit you 
the occasional scarf. Just take my 
advice and don’t ditch her for a 
drink in a pub, ’cause you may re 





turn to find yourself replaced by 
a PDA.

When you're dealing with Fractal 
Pattern, things are rarely simple. 
At the band’s insistence, we have 
switched up the conventional inter- 
viewer/interviewee relationship and 
instead allowed guitarist Andriko 
Lozowy to interview me. I was able 
to answer some of his questions, but 
others ... well, let's just say he posed 
some toughies. 

“Fractal Pattern is kind of coming 
at it in from a different angle now,” 
Lozowy begins. “In the past, we 
would write things, in one sense, to 
fuck up the listener, We wanted them 
to be listening to a part and then be 
like, ‘Whoa, what the hell happened 
there?’ by us doing something dif- 
ferent or just completely ridiculous. 
But now, since last summer at least, 
we'ré coming at it from the angle of 
making something for our listener 
to easily digest. We've always seen 


ourselves as one of those moments 
where you say, ‘Wait a minute; mu- 
sic is something different from just 
what | hear on Sonic.”” 

“Andriko, that’s not a question,” I 
reply. 

“I'm not done.” 

“Sorry.” 

“Let's say there’s a band that goes 
away for a while,” Lozowy contin- 
ues, a little peeved. “What do they do 
when they come back? Do they play 
the same old songs that they were 
playing four years ago?” 

“I'm not sure,” I say. “I guess it 
depends on the consensus of the 
band.” 

“This is the point of contention 
right now,” Lozowy says, “because 
we don't know if we should play 
those old songs that people know or 
do you play new songs? When you 
think of the people listening to the 
music, you'd think that they’d want 
to hear your older stuff because 
that's what attracted them to you in 
the first place. But on the other side, 
they may want to know what you're 
working on today. People in North 
America have become extremely 
savvy to what they want and it has 
become extremely easy to just drink 


your soma and be pacified by what- 


ever it is you want to be pacified by. 
Can we offer something to people 
that is different from what is out 
there in the spoon-fed media, in a re 
ality where people may not want to 
be engaged?” 

“But this is the plight of every 
band,” I reply. “You guys just seem 
to actually care about the people who 
are listening to your music.” 

And if I may interrupt Lozowy’s 
interrogation for a second, this : 
seems like a good point to mention 
that Fractal Pattern’s next show is 2 
benefit for Project Hope, a program 
that promotes awareness of global 
issues and helps build much-needed 
infrastructure within the global com- 
munity. And in their music, they've 
covered environmental issues such 
as Syncrude’s toxic “dead bird pool.” 

“There is a quote from a horrible 
movie that states that only at the 
critical point do we even. contem- 
plate changing what we are doing,’ 
Lozowy says. (Was that a question? 
I'm not sure, but I've learned my les: 
son and keep quiet.) “Not that Frac 
tal Pattern entirely parallels that,” he 
continues, “but we are doing things 
and in the band we try to do things 4 
bit differently.”

He 
carefully measures his sentences, 
expressing his thoughts in gentle,

iream music from the distant past. 
He gives the impression of a well- 
behaved and likeable hobbit whom 
any mother would like her daugh- 
ter or son to date (although the fact 
that he’s a freelance musician might 
give a mother pause).

Jones was already a bandleader, a 
pianist, a trombonist, and an electric 
bassist before taking up the Celtic 
harp. He talks about this latest ob- 
session with conviction and com 
mitment — mastering the harp, and 
doing it so quickly, is clearly a serious 
proposition 

It all began around 2007, when he 


+ travelled to Wales to learn folk mu 


sic. “Two local women | studied with 
proved kind of inspirational: the sing- 
er Julie Murphy and the singer/harp- 
ist Sian James,” he says. “I remember 
Sian telling me, ‘While you are here 
you may as well learn [to play the] 
harp!’ and so I did.” Later, during his 
second visit to Wales, Jones worked 
with Ceri Rhys Matthews, a virtuoso 


on the pibgorn (Welsh hornpipes) 


and flute, as well as another harper, 
Bill Taylor. It was Taylor who intro- 
duced Jones to the earliest surviving 
manuscript of Welsh music, the so- 
called ap Huw Manuscript, the basis 
of Jones's current harp repertoire 
Robert ap Huw (ca. 1580-1665) 
the manuscript’s author, enjoys a 
colourful reputation in Welsh history. 
The scholar 


disapprovingly, calls him a “wanton

minstrel,” while others — the 17th- 
century poet Huw Machno among 
them — use the more respectful ad- 
jective “venerable 


Perhaps he was both: the story 
goes that he once saved his own life 
by breaking out of prison. Today,

You hope bands will mature gradually over the course of their careers, but the members of Ontario's 

Attack in Black don't seem to have that kind of patience. Just two years after their frenetic pop punk 

breakthrough, Marriage, the quartet has now reinvented itself as a folk-rock combo in the grand Neil 
Young tradition. Gone are the power chords and Daniel Tamaro’s growling vocals, replaced by gentle guitar strumming and plaintive 
odes like “Birmingham.” The initial shock is huge — nary a “na nana” chorus in sight 
Not that that’s necessarily a bad thing. At 16 tracks, Years is about a quarter too long, but it's a more assured and consistent effort 

| overall. The high points are plenty impressive too (see: “Messenger Bird” and the title track). There's still a trace of Tamaro's overloaded 

lyricism, though it only gets bothersome when it works its way into the song titles. They also haven't yet figured out that “Brownness of 

Her Curls,” despite its sincerity, sounds like a song about poo.

It's never a good sign when the first word you think of to describe an album is “difficult.” Alas, that’s the | 
only way to properly brand Swan Lake's second album Enemy Mine. The group's illustrious members | 
(Dan Bejar, Spencer Krug, and Carey Mercer) aren't particularly known for the accessibility of their other 
| projects, but when they get together, their penchant for songs with minimal structure and obscure lyrics gets amplified to a nauseating 
degree. (See if you can make it all the way through “Warlock Psychclogist.”) However, just as their first release, Beast Moans, contained 
a few songs that reminded listeners why Swan Lake is supposed to be an “indie supergroup,” Enemy Mine tracks “Paper Lace” and 
“Peace” stick to their melodies long enough to be quite enjoyable. I'd venture to call the rest of the album slightly self-indulgent; many 
of the songs degrade into messes of multi-instrumental distortion and layered backing vocals that sound shoddy almost by design. 
Enemy Mine is an exhausting, laborious listen — one that offers only occasional reward for all your hard work.

While many 
of the things Williams is singing about (boredom, demons, Gaths) aren't particularly cheery, his simple 
thee-chord hooks and lavish use of “ooh"s and “aah"s make for a decidedly upbeat record, But beyond a fondness for pop- punk and surf 
rock, the only thing Williams has to offer is what's been referred to as a “boombox-tape recording style” that coats every song in a thick 
wrapping of fuzz. As | understand it, fans of lo-fi recordings appreciate their stark, intense sound, but if a record has so much distortion 
that it sounds like extra layers of reverb were added in post-production, doesn't that defeat the purpose? One wonders what could have 
| been if Williams had taken his foot off his pedal long enough to write more songs as catchy as “To the Dregs” and “So Bored”?

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Carla Alexander's Soul Soup 


“To be honest,” Carla Alexander chuckles, “My lunch main courses were re 


ally shit. It was the soups that everyone really loved.” 

After five-plus years in the Edmonton restaurant industry that included a 
stint at the venerable Old Strathcona landmark Packrat Louie's, Alexander 
was looking to get away from working night shifts. She started working the 
day shift at Culina under chef Brad Lazerenko. “He really pushed me,” she 
says, “made me recognize that this was something I was good at and wanted 
to do.” 

It wasn’t until a few years later, though, that a collaboration of local busi- 
ness owners helped Alexander start Soul Soup. That was three years ago this 
February 

“It was something of my own, something that I had,” Alexander says. “Al 
ter years of always doing something else, I had this.” 

The ingredients are organic, locally produced, and sustainably harvested 
With a different veggie, fish, and meat option offered every day complete with 
bun and accompanying lollipop, Alexander admits that at first she fielded 
lot of “No sandwiches?” questions. “But this is something Edmonton didnt 
have,” she says, “a niche we could fill — and now we have some of the bes! 
customers around.”

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Biking Works For Zoe Todd 

Outside BikeWorks, Zoe Todd sports what I’ve come to recognize as a typical 
Zoe accessory: a bicycle. 

I’ve been enjoying a sunroof on this sunny day, and it stands to reason that 
this organizer behind Edmonton Bicycle Commuters (EBC) would be enjoy- 
ing the sun and wind in a much different way, perched atop a bicycle fit for 
whatever spring weather Edmonton decides to throw at her. 

With EBC, Todd helps Edmontontian cyclists on two levels — with the me- 
chanics of keeping their bikes running (offering workshops on mechanics) 
and as an advocate for safe and effective infrastructure and policies to en- 
courage cycling in Edmonton. Zoe explains that in 1980, a group of cyclists 
came together and decided to build an organization that lobbied for cycling 
in Edmonton as “an everyday mode of transportation” (a phrase oft repeated 
on the walls of EBC). 

“€BC has deep roots in Edmonton,” she says. “Since there are lots of simi- 
lar organizations in other cities around the world, we see ourselves as part of 
a healthy global community.” 

While the city may not have the same size of a cycling community as other 
cities, Todd recognizes that it is growing. "There is a vibrant cycling commu- 
nity here with lots of collaboration between different organizations, which is 
crucial to building cycling capacity in Edmonton,” she says. “With events like 
Critical Mass, and exposure like this...” She nods towards our fashion models 
pawing over bikes. “This community is growing.” 

With Todd and €BC at the helm, even soggy and white Edmonton spring 
days won't stop that growth.

Meeting early in their respective school careers in industrial 
design, they had worked together several times and knew they 
anted to continue. Their intuition proved right — in their fi-

Together they 
now produce unique furniture, handmade log bowls with vi- 
brantly painted interiors, and many other decorative items for 
the home.

This Jarman Man: Metro Cinema Honours An Icon

The late English filmmaker Derek 
Jarman was a man of many talents 
He was a writer, director, painter, 
and stage designer who became fa- 
mous for his gay rights advocacy as 
well as his films and music videos 
(for the likes of The Smiths and Pet 
Shop Boys). After being diagnosed 
with AIDS, he built a much-photo- 
graphed cottage and surrounding 
garden beside a nuclear power sta- 
tion in Kent, with_atengthy John 
Donne quote affixed to one of the 
outside walls. 

Ted Kerr's selection of Jarman's 
work, running this week at Metro 
Cinema, focuses in on some of his 
feature films, as well as Isaac Julien’s 
2008 documentary Derek and €d- 
montonian Trevor Anderson's short 
The Island. With these films, Kerr 
hopes to show that there's a little 
bit of Edmonton reflected in Jar- 
man’s disorienting universe, full of 
unlikely communities and the po- 
litical baggage that often comes with 
making art. 

Jarman’s most famous film is prob- 
ably Jubilee (x*xxy%r), thanks 
in no small part to its inclusion in 
the illustrious Criterion Collection. 


English punks who rage against any 
Tmachine they can get their hands 
on And there are plenty of options 
to choose from: the police, who all 
em to have itchy trigger fingers; 


the monomaniacal music executive, 
who tricks punk bands into selling 
out; and especially those same musi- 
cians, who are dumb enough to be 
tray the cause just for a spot on Top 
of the Pops 

Jubilee has been hailed as a land 
mark in the punk movement, 
though, like the movement itself, it 
hasn't aged particularly well. It stars 
some big names from the era — in 
cluding Adam Ant and Toyah Will- 
cox, as well as Brian Eno, who wrote 
the score — but has a rudimentary 
take on power and authenticity that 
will surprise nobody. (It also bor 
rows quite a lot from A Clockwork 
Orange: at one point Ant'’s character, 
wearing asymmetrical eyeliner and 
drinking from a glass bottle of milk 
admires a statue of Beethoven.) As 
a time capsule, the film is enjoyable, 
but you’d get the same pleasures 
from reading a book about why the 
earth is flat. The little details are fas 
cinating; the conclusions are long 
outdated 

I will, however, give Jarman credit 
for an ingenious framing device: the 
film's action is spurred when Queen 
Elizabeth I time-travels 400 years 
into the future to keep tabs on her 
nominal successor. She then wan- 
ders around in the background, in 
full Elizabethan costume, aghast at 
the 20th century 

By the time Jarman died of AIDS- 
related complications in 1994, the 
superficial bleakness of an early film 
like Jubilee had been replaced with 
an intimidating level of honesty. His 
final feature film, Blue (kx *yrv), 
released just six months before his 
death, consists only of long strings 
of Jarman’s observations about dis- 
ease and hospitals read over top of 
an unchanging, all-blue screen. The 
vast amounts of medication he took

during treatment, more than 30 pills 
a day, were making him slowly go 
blind. But that’s about all they were 
doing — Jarman knew he was going 
to die, and soon 

Such a formally challenging film 
may scare off a lot of viewers, but 
unlike, say, Andy Warhol's Empire, 
Blue isn't making fun of its audi- 
ence. Jarman wants you to feel frus- 
trated and helpless, but only because 


he feels frustrated and helpless. Still, 
as much as | admire and embrace 
these kinds of experiments, Jarman 
loses me when his monologues spin 
off into lofty, impenetrable meta 
phors — something about the moths 
of Ithaca, something about bruised 
hellhounds. With no visual aids, it's 
the concrete examples, like how he 
decides against buying a new pair 
of shoes, seeing as the ones he has 


are going to outlive him, that really 
connect 

But even those times when | lost 
focus and stared off at my bookshelf 
ended up working to the film's ad- 
vantage. I came back feeling guilty, 
knowing that I have the luxury of 
returning to the Technicolor world 
whenever I feel like it; in that sense, 
80 minutes of Blue is getting off 
rather lightly.

Holy heebie jeebies! I think my brain 
needs an image exorcism. I crawl into 
bed at night and embalmed, cursed 
dead people with foggy corneas flash 
through my mind. | mean, when 
it's your job to watch every creep- 
ing corpse and every lurking ghost, 
when your sole responsibility is not 
to cover your eyes and shrink away 
in fear, when you have to take notes 
and rehash it all over again later, let's 
just say Connecticut is not the only 
thing feeling haunted 

There's a whole hodgepodge of 
scare tactics in The Haunting in Con- 
necticut, taken from a wide range of 
horror subgenres, to keep you up at 
night: some poltergeist activity, a lit 
tle possession, a few maggots, a wor- 
risome child hanging out way past his 
death-time, some straight-up body 
desecration and a wee bit of necro- 
mancy. All of which is discovered by 


the Campbell family after they move 
into a long-retired funeral home next 
to the hospital where teenaged Matt 
(Kyle Gallner), is seeking out an ex- 
perimental treatment for his cancer. 
There is one caveat to being included 
in the study: if Matt starts seeing 
things, he'll be removed. So when 
he claims the basement, which was 
once the mortuary, for his bedroom 
and starts seeing blackened ghosts 
refracted in mirrors and the house 
melting into gooey human remains, 
he keeps his mouth shut. 

Eventually he opens up to a rever- 
end (€lias Koteas) who is also in for 
treatment. The reverend confirms 
that they aren’t hallucinations and 
that he can see these lost souls be- 
cause Matt too is “walking in the val- 
ley of the shadow of death” and that 
he should “fear no evil.” To which I 
respond, “Have you seen this evil? 
Fear is unavoidable!” 

Unfortunately, the egads! fac- 
tor starts to wear off when Matt's 
cousin Wendy (Amanda Crew) gets 
involved, does some much-needed 
sleuthing at the local library, and 
puts all the scary images into some 
kind of context (which | will keep 
to myself). By the time Connecticut 
slinks close to the two-hour mark, 
you'll be fully jaded

The film's length could have been 
substantially reduced if director Pe- 
ter Cornwell hadn't indulged in dra- 
matic tangents where Matt's mom 
and dad cry over his cancer and fight 
over dad’s drinking problem. As a 
viewer, it’s hard to focus on the emo- 
tional ramifications of losing a child 
when you're worried something is 
going to pop out and eat the mother 
while she’s crying into her pillow. 


Nevertheless, The Haunting in 
Connecticut has an intriguing back- 
story pushing the present-day story 
forward and imperfect but strong 
special effects which, combined, 
keep you jumping. Thankfully, Gall- 
ner is not too excitable, mixing to- 
gether curious, cautious, calm, and 
crazed to form just the right kind of 
character to deal with paranormal 
activity for two hours

s, Aliens is that the characters do 
oo much mugging for the camera. | 
now, | know: they’re cartoon char- 
acters; isn't that part of the point? 
Okay, but when you've gone to the 
rouble of hiring people like Will 
Arnett, Seth Rogen, John Krasinski, 
Kiefer Sutherland, Paul Rudd, Hugh 
Laurie, and Stephen Colbert — all of 
whom are famous for their mastery 
of dry, deadpan comedy — it's jarring 
to see their voices applied to charac- 
ters who underscore-every joke by 
bugging out their eyes, exaggerating 
their body language, and contort- 
ing their faces into assorted winces, 
grimaces, and skeptical eyebrow- 
raises that you could read from 50 
feet away. 
Although maybe that’s appropri- 
ate, given the film's heroine: an ordi- 
Nary woman named Susan Murphy 
{Reese Witherspoon) who, moments 
"before her wedding, gets hit by a me- 
teorite whose high “quantonium” 
content causes her to grow into a 
50-foot-tall giant right there at the 
altar. In the ensuing panic, she’s cap- 
tured by the military and imprisoned 
iin a secret hangar along with a mot- 
ley assortment of other monsters 
Mhey’ve captured through the years: 
@ girl-crazy half-human, _half-fish 
alled The Missing Link (Arnett); 

pDr. Cockroach (Laurie), an insectoid 
mad scientist; Bob (Rogen), a blue, 
gelatinous blob who's somehow able 
© function without a brain (“Turns 
ut you don’t need one!” he says 
heerfully); and Insectosaurus, an 
radiated grub that’s seven times 
bigger than even Susan — er, | mean, 
Cinormica,” the new name the gov- 
mment assigns her.

For a country 
that bills itself as the land of oppor- 
tunity, it does seem hard to find any 
Crossing Over does have the ben- 
efit of a large and talented cast. I was 


surprised to be so moved by Harrison 


Ford's performance. His gruff and 
grumpy everyman quality usually 
manifests itself as seething intensity, 
but here he uses his customary oak 
tree-like delivery in the service of a 
quiet, very personal performance as 
the cop who suddenly begins caring 
It's also great to see the underused 
Ray Liotta (from GoodFellas and, er, 
Turbulence) as the weak-willed im- 
migration official. With his smarmy 
charm turned to 10, Liotta personi- 
fies the failed system's habit of look- 
ing the other way as long as it some- 
how pays off in the end. I would have 
loved to have seen a whole movie 


about that guy 


And therein lies the problem with 
Crossing Over. Any one of its char- 
acters journeys would have been 
compelling to watch on its own Any 
could have served as a powerful in 
dictment of the U.S.’ treatment of 
the modern immigrant. But because 
each is spread so thin, by the end it's 
almost impossible to be truly touched 
by any of them 

Crossing Over gets an € for effort 
but ultimately it's not much more 
than a well-meaning example 
throwing left-wing outrages against 
the wall (or, in this case, the barbed 
wire fence along the border) and 
hoping a few of them stick.

Danny Wil- 
liams, the subject of Esther Robin- 
son's fine documentary A Walk into 
the Sea, is an excellent example of 
a forgotten visionary who deserved 
far better. 

Danny Williams was an active 
member of Andy Warhol's Factory 


| crowd circa 1962-1967. Williams was 


renowned within the group for his 


technical prowess, single-handedly 
creating the light and strobe shows 
that helped make the live happenings 
that surrounded The Velvet Under- 
ground during that period the stuff 
of legend. Unknown to most, how- 
ever, Williams was also a talented 
filmmaker whose films employed a 
staccato, in-camera editing style that 
remains unique to this day. Williams 
mysteriously disappeared one hot 
summer night in 1967, walking into 
the ocean, never to return. Or so 
they say. 

Robinson's film looks at Williams’ 
life, 
views with family and Factory as- 


death, and art through inter- 


sociates, archival footage, and clips 
from his films. The documentary 


and Billy Name paint them (and 
Warhol) in as unflattering a light as 
possible, each spoken word tighten- 
ing the noose around their collective 
necks 

The film was obviously a labour of 
love for Robinson, but its lo-fi pro- 
duction values have a raw primacy 
that enhances the cumulative dream- 
like effect of the mystery unfolding 
One is drawn ever deeper into the 
documentary’s noir ambience as 
the “truth” becomes more cluttered 
and confusing with each subsequent 
interview. Intercut throughout the 
film are forceful images from Wi! 
liams’ films, and it's fitting that his 
art speaks a far greater “truth” than 
the words of the people who profited

The latest piece from Edmonton 
playwright Scott Sharplin poses a 
considerable problem for theatre 
critics. For the sake of suspense, a 
review normally sticks to the play's 
first half for any descriptions of plot, 
and the first half of A Year of Win- 
ter is pretty unappealing. It’s full of 
clunky dialogue, the stilted tone of 
a sitcom (complete with the wor- 
risome premise that audiences are 
willing to laugh at untreated mental 
illness), and an infuriatingly shame- 
less exploiter dressed up as a figure 
of sympathy 

But wait! The play is almost 
wholly redeemed by a phoenix-like 
and satisfying second act, which in 
fact consciously rewrites and darkly 
complicates a lot of the most unlike 
able material from earlier on in a 
way that makes total sense. Problem 
is, | can’t really tell you about any of 
these later bits without spoiling the 
whole experience. So you'll have to 
trust me — and if you happen to be 
reading this in the Varscona lobby at 
intermission, never fear: it's about to 
get much, much better.

This week, Mandy and Jill venture 
to Latitude 53, where Robyn Cum- 
ming's larger-than-life-sized photo- 
graphs hang prominently in her new 
double exhibition, Lady Things/Oh, 
Mother. 


jill: Amid this awful weather we've 
been getting, Robyn Cumming's 
flowery images provide a welcome 
burst of life. These are hugely beau- 
tiful photographs. Some are stylized 
portraits of women carefully wigged, 
costumed, and posed (the “ladies”), 
while others depict older women 
dressed in lace and silk, with thick 
trails of eyeliner streaming down 
their cheeks (the “mothers”). I have 
to say, | was quite taken aback by 
these images as I entered the gallery. 

Mandy: All the fur and floral 
patterns in the background, in the 
clothes, and even hiding the faces of 
the models give this show an eclec- 
tic appearance. Half of the gallery is 
devoted to Cumming’s experiments 
with obscuring her sitters’ faces, 
with the other half being more about 
the character of these older women, 





looking hurt and totally vulnerable. 
Did you see it that way? 
Jill: Definitely. Yet Cumming al- 







lows them to converse with one an- 


other pretty effortlessly by using a 
similar format and esthetic in both 
bodies of work. I don't think any of 
them seemed out of place in context 
I'm really impressed with Cumming’s 
ability to create photographs that are 
unreal and yet unmistakably real at 
the'same time. She has a real eye for 
constructing environments that blur 
the line between her subjects and her 
subject matter. 

Mandy: This show presents a bit 
of a dilemma for me. I enjoy the sur 
real look of Cumming’s work quite a 
lot, but it’s hard to figure out the crux 
of what she’s trying to do. We can see 
pretty clearly that these pieces are 
aesthetically pleasing. She uses pat 
tern and texture in inventive ways, 
and there is this conversation about 
femininity and identity going on, but 
is that all we’re given here? Overall, 
it reads as a bit emotionally flat 

Jill: I know what you mean! | 
thought that this show was actually 
kind of esthetically flawless. | mean, 
who can complain about giant, 
wonderfully executed photographic 
colour portraits? But when I read the 
artist's statement and Cumming’s 
bio, | was left wanting: more; they 
both read as typical stock statements 
to me. In fact, I was sort of finding 
myself without a real explanation of 
the work in front of me 

Mandy: Which sucks, but you 
shouldn't have to depend on a state- 
ment to enrich your work anyway. 
Call me old-fashioned, but that con- 
tent should be in the work itself.

And one day, in that studio/home of the future, her 
precious collection of records will take on an added 
layer of significance and perhaps lay the table for a 
fresh generation of Sweetzness. 

“It's important for me for my daughter. You know, I 
think about one day she's going to go through all my 
records and get another sense of who her mom is.”
